IE. Every perſon and perſons in His Majeſties pay, ufing 
unlawful and raſh Oaths, Curſings, Execrations , Drun- 
kenneſs, Uncleanne(s, or other Scandalous Actions, in dero- 
gation of GODS honour, and corruption of good manners, 
ſhall be puniſhed by Fine, Impriſonment, or- otherwiſe, as 
the Court-Martial ſhall think ht. 


TIT. IF any Officer, Mariner, Souldier, or other perſon 
in the Fleet , ſhall give, hold , or entertain Intelligence , 
co, or with any King, Prince, or State; being enemy to, or 
any perſons in Rebellion againſt His Majeſty, His Heirs and 
Succeſſors, without direction or leave from the Kings Majetty, 
the Lord High-Admiral, Vice-Admiral, or Commander in 
chiet of any Squadron, every ſuch perſon or perſons (o offen- 
ding, ſhall be puniſhed with death. 


IV.It any Lettcror Meſſage,trom any King, Forcign Prince,

V. No perſon or perſons of the Flcet ſhall relieve an Enemy 
orRebel , in time of War, with Money, Victuals, Powder, 
Shot, Arms, Ammunition, or any other Supplics whatſo- 
ever, diretly or indirectly, upon pain of death, or ſuch 
other puniſhment, as the Court-Martial ſhall think fit to im-

VI. All the Papers, Charter-parties, Bills of Lading, paſ- 
ports, and other Writings whattocver, that ſhall be taken, 
ſeized, or found aboard any Ship or Ships, which ſhall bc 
ſurpriſed or ſciſed as Prize, ſhall be duly preſerved, and not 
torn, nor made away, but the very Originals ſent up intirely,

XI. Every Captain , Commander , and other Officer , 
Seamen, or Souldier of any Ship, Frigat, or Veſſel of War, 
ſhall duely obſerve the Commands of the Admiral, or other 
his Superiour or Commander of any Squadron, as well for 
the Aſſailing or Setting upon any Fleet, Squadron, or Ships 
* of the Enemy , Piratc, or Rebels, or joyning Battel with 
them, or making defence againlt them, as all other the Com- 
mands cf the Admiral, or other his Superiour Commander, 
upon pain to ſuffer dceathor other puniſhment, as the quality of 
hisncglc&t or offence ſhall deſerve. 


XII. Every Captain, and all other Officers, Marriners, 
and Souldiers of every Ship, Frigat, or Veſſel of War, that 
ſhall in timc of any t:ght or engagement, withdraw, or keep 
back, or not come into the hght and cngage, and do his ut- 
molt, to take, tire, kill, and endamage the Enemy, Pirate, 
or Rebcls3 andaflitt, and rclicve all and cv:ry of His Majc- 
ltics Ships 3 ſhall tor ſuch offence of cowardize or difatfeQion 
be trycd and ſutlcr pains of death, or othcr puniſhment, as the

The Captains, Officers, and Scamen of all Ships 
appointed for Convoy and Guard of Merchants Ships, or any
